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Notes From Ohio

During the last week of August, as 
thermometers soared, and the penant- 
aspiring Cleveland Indians stumbled 
right out of the American League race, 
thousands of urban and farm folks 
from all sections of the Buckeye State 
flocked to Columbus to the Ohio State 
Fair.

While expert livestock judges wiped 
the perspiration from their brows, 
and dust from their bi-focals, past 
and potential purple winners passed 
in review and the annual battle of the 
tanbark got underway. 

Over in the junior fair barn, farm 
boys and girls groomed their dairy 
calves and got ready for their show, 
while agents, FFA teachers, 
parents dropped last 
minute hints. The Junior Holstein 
Show, with around 120 exhibited, was 
one of the best in recent years. For 
many youngsters coming from remote 
sections of the state it was their first 
time to exhibit at the state fair. 
Others, who had already made their 
mark as competent exponents of the 
junior showring, came with hopes of 
adding another blue or purpie to 
their cache of ribbons won in former 
years.

Anna Jean is 13, Rosemary is 12. 
For the past few years they have had 
4-H projects of a home economic 
nature, but this year they decided to 
try their luck with two nice heifers 
from their father’s herd. After join- 
ing the Better Livestock 4-H Club, 
they dusted the cobwebs off their show 
halters, and began to bear down with 
the curry-comb and brush. 

By the time the county fair rolled 
around their heifers were beginning to 
shine like new money, and exhibit 
their contours like models from Fifth 
Avenue. Even though the competition 
at the county fair wasn’t tough, Anna 
Jean walked off with the first prize in 
the senior heifer calf class in the jun- 
ior division, then in the open class 
won first prize in the heifer calf class 
and the grand championship. Rose- 
mary, with her junior heifer calf, was 
a close second to Anna Jean on the 
county fair level. For their first fling 
at showing they began to feel that 
their efforts had been well rewarded. 
But the big week at the state fair was 
yet to come. 

Finally the big day came, and when 
the junior heifer calves paraded be- 
fore the judge, it wasn’t long before 
Rosemary was leading the pack. She 
stayed there too. When in came the 
senior heifers it wasn’t long before 
Anna Jean found herself in the lead 
position. Like Rosemary, she never 
relinquished it with her stylish heifer.

For five 
weeks prior to the Ohio State Fair 
these lads had been whetting their 
showring acumen at some of the top, 
early county fairs over the state.

Monthly Farm Guidance Letter for 
January, 1951

The Battle Against Inflation. As a 
result of the childish trust that the 
United States placed in the murderous 
Joe Stalin until recent years, we now 
find ourselves engaged in a cold war in 
Europe, an exceedingly hot war in 
Korea, and a battle against inflation 
here at home. Unless we take stern 
measures’to beat inflation we may find 
ourselves bested in the other two wars, 
and no real American wants that. The 
Administration has recently promul 
gated some very hazy orders designed 
to keep prices in line, but these alone, 
even if successful, will not halt infla 
tion. Our dollar has already under 
gone inflation to the extent that it 
now has a purchasing power of only 
58 cents The situation demands 
drastic action, and that, immediately. 
Our best economic minds feel that the 
following courses of action must be 
taken at once 

1. All governmental budgets, except 
for defense, must be cut to the bone 
at once. The growing need of work- 
ers in the defense program will read- 
ily take care of the cut necessary in 
the multifarious bureaus that now 
litter the country. 

The volume of credit and money 
must be vigorously restricted and 
kept in line with our needs and 
civilian goods available. 

3. Our entire defense budget must 

be placed on a pay-as-we-go basis by 

higher taxes. Financing by borrow 
ing from banks must cease, if we are 
to survive the Red attack. 

We must remember that our popu 
lation is only a very small 6% of the 
world’s total, and our resources are by 
no means unlimited. Hence we can- 
not go on spending money like drunk- 
en sailors, but must tighten our belts 
and live within our means. Unless 
we accept this hardship now, we may 
have to live under the Soviet lash 
later on. 

At present it appears that the Ad 
ministration has decided to try out 
indirect controls such as cited above 
to halt inflation, but unless the mem 
bers of Congress know that the peopl 
are willing to accept the hardships the 
plan involves, they may weaken in 
their support of such a program. Why 
not write your Congressmen and say 
that you want inflation halted, right 
now?

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due to freshen again within the year, 
I think the last of this month. 

Mr. Humphries, Superintendent at 
Winterthur Farms had just returned 
from a checkup at the Hospital. 
Three years ago when I was at Winter- 
thur with the family in the spring 
time, I recall with pleasure how Mr. 
Humphries showed us the azaleas 
plantings on the estate. There were 
109 varieties then and more were be- 
ing added. It was explained how they 
were protected by the trees about the 
Mansion House and nearby forest so 
as to get some direct sunlight at 10 
o'clock in the morning and again at 
4 in the afternoon, but strained light 
the rest of the day, and clearings and 
trimmings were accordingly made as 
necessary. Unlike the famous orchids 
in the Longwood green house, azaleas 
are most delicate and beautiful where 
they naturally grow. Incidentally, 
Mr. du Pont's collection of Colonial 
and Early American antiques at 
Winterthur is considered the finest in 
existence. I imagine these specimens 
of American furniture will rival those 
of the Louis XIV period I saw in the 
castle of King Louis XIV at Versailles, 
France. We found the gardens at 
Longwood as magnificent as _ ever. 
Also we visited Dave Wilmerding’s 
Spring Hill herd only 20 miles away 
at Dowington, Pa. It was the first 
time I had seen this herd which was 
founded mostly on ours at Thendara. 
Last year it had over a 525 fat average 
and it showed to be a milky nice 
family group—now with a new young 
Winterthur bull. 

What impressed me most about the 
Winterthur herd was to see after milk- 
ing in the morning that every head 
of stock on the place was turned out 
in pasture or exercising lots, except- 
ing of course young calves, and that 
they stayed there most of the forenoon 
in weather that was sharp uncomfort- 
ably. 

I was struck with the good form of 
the older bulls Zeus and Alpha. They 
each probably weighed about 2800

jalo, a Winterthur brood cow. Her 

young son goes to Thendara herd to 

follow succession of Winterthur sires. 

Old 
Victor (by P. O. F. 14th and from the 
Champion Nobsgri 1079.1 Ibs. fat 
3.9% 2X) retains his shape well even 
if waning in vigor. I like the uni- 
form general family appearance and 
docile temperament of the milking 
herd with its extreme dairy character 
and which was likewise in evidence 
in the young stock. They appeared 
even deeper in the heart girth and 
wider across the hips. It seemed to 
me almost incredible that any herd 
of cows could give so much milk or 
fat on two times a day milking. 

After a two days’ bout I hadn't been 
able to ask Bill Reed a single ques- 
tion about the herd that he couldn’t 
answer offhand or else quickly from 
the office records. So I came home 
much informed and with increased re- 
spect for Mr. du Pont’s herd and the 
contribution it is making for our 
Holstein breed.

LAND PRICES ADVANCING 

Prices of farm real estate in the 
country as a whole advanced 4% from 
July to November 1950, according to 
a news release from the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. Land values 
advanced in all states during this 
period, the East North Central States 
showing the largest average gain for 
any region, 6 percent. This reverses 
the declining trend in farm land 
prices. The National Index is now 
5% above the March 1920 peak al- 
though in about one-third of the 
states it is still substantially below 
that level. These were the states that 
had the big land booms in the early 
periad. 

The report indicates that real estate 
dealers report fewer listings of farms 
than a year ago and that the increased 
demand has come from businessmen 
and investors seeking the better farms 
as an investment hedge against infla- 
tion, and farmers who already own 
land and who wish to invest their 
surplus cash in real assets and at the 
same time increase the size of their 
business in order to take advantage 
of the expected higher returns from 
farming, and persons who have de- 
layed the purchase of land in the 
expectation that land prices would 
be lower. Continued strength in the 
land market is expected.
